CHICAGO'S HOPE FOR A NEW BUILDING. 


It Is Doubtfal Whether It Will Be Real- 


ized This Winter. 
Wasmxorox, D. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.]— 


Congress ought to authorize the erection of a 


new public building at Chicago and appropri- 
ate $500,000 to begin with when the urgent 
need for better accommodations for the pub- 
lic business in the city is admitted by the 
Supervising Architect and the facts are pre- 
sented by the city’s Representatives in Con- 
gress. But it is doubtful whether Congress 
will make the case of Chicago special when 
Representativos from more than a hundred 
other cities are begging for appropriations 
for a similar purpose. The Chicago 
bill most likely to pass, if any, 
is that which was reported to the House May 


29, which appropriates $500,000 for enlarging ' 


the present building by the construction of 
annexes on three sides. Even this bill to be 
passed at an early date would have to be dug 
out from under ninety other public building 


bills that precede it on the calendar of the 


Committee of the Whole, and! every one of 
which is supported by Congressmen as eager 
for its passage as the Chicago Representa- 
tives are for the passage of their bill. On 
the same calendar and following Gen. Post’s 
bil are fifty more bills of the same 
class. The calendar of unfinished 
business contains thirty-six bills, which have 
been considered in Committee of the Whole, 
and have been hurg up ever since last May, 
when the leader of the House suddenly 
stopped the passage of public building bills. 
The patrons of these thirty-six bills will, of 
course, insist that they shall be finally dis- 
posed of before any of the 140 public building 
bills on the calendar of the Committee 
of the Whole shall be taken up. The 
pressure is great upon the Committee 
on Rules to take down the bars 
for a day or two for the Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds, and when 
this is done the bills will go through as though 
they were greased. The Illinois delegation 
will make a united effort to get an explicit 
recommendation to Congress from Secretary 
Windom and Supervising Architect Windrim 
for a new building, and such a recommenda- 
tion, backed by the industrious efforts of the 
Chicago members, may at least secure the 
passage of the appropriation for the annexes, 


TO UNITE AMERICAN REPUBLICS. 


Opening of the Inter-Continental Railway 
Commission at Washington. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec, 4.—The Inter-Con- 
tinental Railway Commission, composed of 
representatives from~the United States and 
other American Republics, mef for organiza- 
tion in thé diplomatic chamber of the De- 
partment of State at noon today. This com- 
mission was recommended by the Internation- 
al American Conference for the purpose of 
supervising a survey for a line to connect the 
railway systems of North America with those 
of South America. Secretary Blaine called 
the meeting to order and made an address of 
welcome in the following words: 

I hope, gentlemen, that this fourth day of De- 
cember, 1890, is to mark the beginning, the au- 
spicious beginning, of a very great enterprise, 
that shall draw closer together South America, 
Central America, and North America; that shall 
cement them in closer and more cordial terms 
than any other nations and be a benefit to the 
present generations and the millions unborn. I 
am ready for business. 

Mr. Romero thereupon moved that a Com- 
mittee on Organization be appointed. “This 
was adopted, and Messrs. Romero, Calderon, 
and Davis were appointed the committee. 
These gentlemen retired and in afew minutes 


returned with à recommendation that Mr. A. 


J. Cassatt of the United States be chosen as 
President of the commission. He was unan- 
imously elected, and, on assuming the chair, 
thanked the members for this mark of confi- 
dence. Mr. Romero said that the committee 
would report the other officers at another 
time. 

Motions were adopted that the Chair ap- 
point cominittees composed of members on 
Rules of Organization and to nominate the 
necessary committees. The Chair said he 


‘would announce the committees at another 


meeting. 

Secretary Blaine announced that quarters 
for the commission had been established at 
No. 1016 Vermont avenue and thatthe State 
Department would be asked to afford all ac- 
commodations and facilities the commission 
desired. . 2 

On motion of Mr. Davis the commission 
then adjourned until Thursday next at 12 
o’clock. ) 


STOLE $100,000 AND KILLED HIMSELF. 


Joseph B. Abbott Commits Suicide When 
His Defaications Are Discovered, 

ALnaxx, N. I., Dec. 4.—[ Special.] — Another 
big defalcation became public late this after- 
noon. The amount of the stealings is esti- 
mated to be from $80,000 to $100,000. The 
victims are Henry W. Sage & Co. and 
the defaulter is Joseph B. Abbott, a 
bookkeeper. To add to the ‘excite 
ment the body of Abbott was found 
this evening in a room but, little used in the 
Windsor Hotel, where it is supposed to have 
lain sinze last evening. A partially emptied 
bottle of laudanum was beside it. Recently 
in looking over the books Mr. Sage discovered 


that Charles S. Riley & Co. of Philadelphia 


were indebted to his firm for several thousand 
dollars. The amount was large and greate 
than that usually allowed to stand. : 

A statement was sent to Riley & Co. when 
it was learned that they had setiled up all ac- 
counts and that there should be a balance to 
their credit. A hurried examination revealed 
that the stealings were extensive and extended 
over a series of Wars. A case was being made 
up and Abbott was to have been arrested to- 
day. The firm had implicit confidence in Mr. 
Abbott, paying him 35,000 salary and 
allowing him commissions that netted him 
from $5,000to $10,000 yearly. Abbott leda 
feckless life, spending money lavishly and 
gambling heavily.. By his act he leaves five 
children orphans, The firmof Sage & Co., 
composed of Henry W., William H., ang Dean 
Sage, is one of the wealthiest in the lumber 
business, and will not be materially affected 
by the embezzlement. The commercial 
agencies say the firm has millions back of it.

SEEBERGERS WANT CASH. 


THE CHICAGO FIRM AFTER THE POT- 
TER-LOVELL COMPANY. 


An Application for a Receiver for the 
Bankrupt Firm—Charges Against Bos- 
ton Banks of Improperly Receiving and 
Retaining Notes Hypothecated by the 
Potter-Lovell Comany—The Failure of 
Ammidown’s Big Woolen Mills at 
Passaic. | 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—The 
complications arising from the Potter-Lovell 
failure seem to grow more serious as time 
wears on. The latest development comes 
from Chicago in the form of a sit brought by 

A. F. Seeberger & Co. of that city, who have 

applied for the appointment of a receiver for 

the assets of the bankrupt firm. The de- 
fendants in this action are the Potter-Lovell 
corporation, Assignee William A. Haskell, the 

National Bank of the Republic, the National 

Bank of Redemption, and the American Loan 

and Trust company. The allegations of the 

Chicago firm are that in January, 1889, it 

made an agreement with the Potter- 

Lovell Company to receive from time 

to time such commercial paper as would be 

needed by it to be discounted in carrying the 
ordinary business, the paper to be sold in Bos- 
ton and other Eastern financial centers, and 


the proceeds, less a commission, of a quarter: 


of 1 per cent, to be remitted to the Messrs. 
Seeberger. This business was carried on satis- 
factorily, the Messrs. Seeberger declare; until 
June 26, when they received a telegraphic re- 
quest from the Potter-Lovell company to for- 
ward commercial paper to the amount of $25,- 
000. They complied and sent five commission 
notes, each for $5,000, two of which notes the 
brokers sold and accounted for, but the other 
three, it is held, were improperly converted to 
their own use, One was hypothecated with the 
National Bank of the Republic as collateral 
security for indebtedness, another with the 
National Bank of Redemption, and another 
with the American Loan and Trust ‘company. 

The Chicago merchants also charge that at 
the Zime of the assignment of the Potter-Lov- 
ell company its liabilities amounted to $6,000,- 
000; that its property and assets were, and 
are, insufficientto pay these liabilities, and 
that if administered upon by the assignee in 
the manner in which he has up to this 
time discharged his trust the creditors will re- 
ceive comparatively nothing. They charge, 
too, that by collusion between the assignee and 


the assignors securities to a large extent which 


were in the possession of the latter, and had 
been hypothecated prior to the assignment, 
have since been surrendered to divers persons 
or corporations claiming the same, showing 
partiality and favor to such persons to whom 
such securities have been surrendered, or in 
other cases for the purpose of shielding the 
officers and managers of the Potter-Lovell 
company from criminal prosecution on ac- 
count of criminal acts in connection with such 
securities so. surrendered. They also state 
that, although more than three months have 
elapsed since the making of the assignment, 
the assignee has made no statement to the 
creditors; that various criminal proceedings 
have either been instituted or threatened to be 
instituted against the officers of the defendant 
company, and charge that in order to escape 
the same the latter have used the assets as- 
signed to Mr. Haskell for the purpose of shield- 
ing themselves by delivering to various claim- 
ants large amounts, and that so far has this 
gone that it is believed the members of the 
Potter-Lovell company, together with their 
attorneys, have given out to their acquaint- 
ances and friends and settled about one-third 
of their total liabilities. 
Other Fraudulent Practices Charged. 
Another charge is that for some time prior 


to the assignment the Potter-Lovell com- 


pany owned large amounts of property situ- 
ated in different States and held in trust for 
the company in the name of a person friendly 
to the officers of the company as the agent of 
the latter; that the company had been carry- 
ing on large dealings with a mercantile firm in 
the West, one @ more of whose members 
were familiar with the property and assets of 
the company, and had knowledge of the fraud- 
ulent management which the officers of the 
company had been guilty of, both before and 
since the assignment, and the firm by reason 
of such knowledge has been, since the assign- 
ment, able, by threats on its part and fears on 
the part of the officers of the company, to pro- 
cure, by and with the consent of the assignee 
or his attorneys, securities to the extent of 
over $5,000,000 par value, and with an actual 


value of several hundred thousand dollars. 


They further maintain that the National 
Bank of the Republic has violated the laws of 
the United States under which it was organ- 
ized, in that the indebtedness due it from the 
Potter-Lovell company was $462,071, or 31 per 
cent of the eutire capital stock of the note- 
dealing corncern, They claim that the Presi- 
dent of the bank had been for many months 
prior to the assignment in intimate and close 
financial and sociai relations with Messrs. 
Potter and Lovell, and that he knew before 
the Seeberger note was hypothecated with 
his bank that the paper did not belong to Pot- 
ter and Lovell, and also knew that the concern 
was in failing and insolvent circumstances. 

Practically the same charges are made 
against the Bank of Redemption and the 
American Loan and Trust company, and a 
demand is made that the Seeberger paper held 
by them as collateral be canceled. It is re- 
quested that the banks be enjoined from dis- 
posing of the notes and that a receiver for all 
the property of the Potter-Lovell company be 
appointed. The argument on the question of 
injunction and on the matter of appointing a 
receiver will be heard by the United States 
District Court here the first Monday in Janu- 
ary. 

The grand jury today called the case of 
Richardson & Co. of Philadelphia, who caused 
the arrest of Waiter Potter and Wallace D. 
Lovell on the charge of having sold certain 
bonds pledged as collateral with Potter, 
Lovell & Co., but as the complainants failed to 
appear the jury returned no bill.“ It is un- 
derstood that a settlement has been effected 


‘with the Philadelphians. 


Mr. Walter Potter states that about $3,000,- 
000 of the Potter-Lovell liabilities have run off 
by the settlement of notes pledged as collat- 
eral on loans. 


Mr. A. F. Seeberger refused to say much 
concerning the suit which the firm of which 
he is the head has commenced against Potter, 
Lovell & Co. The case, he said, is mere- 
ly a civil one, and is brought by us simply 
for the purpose of self-protection. Potter, 
Lovell & Co. held our promissory notes for a 
small amount, and since their failure we think 
they have not acted just as they should have 
done. We have lost nothing by them so far, 
and as we don’t want to we brought the suit. 
I didn’t know that it had been made public 
yet, and consequently Ido not care to say 
much.regarding the matter. We placed the 
matter in the hands of a Boston attorney and 
he is managing the case, and I don’t want to 


say anything that would impede him in push- 


ing it. | 
M’KINLEY COULDN'T SAVE HIM, 


The Big Woolen Mills of Edward Ammi- 
down Forced to Stop. 

New Yorxy Dec. 4.— [Special.] The present 
financial stringency is now acting on the man- 
ufacturing and othe® general industries of the 
country so that difficulties are felt in all cor- 
ners of the money market.. Prominent among 
the resultant announcements is the one that 
the Rittenhouse Manufacturmg company has 
had to suspend. The chief of this corpora- 
tion, which does the largest woolen mill busi- 
ness in the conntry, is Edward H. Ammidown 


of the firm of Ammidown & Smith, Nos. 58 


and 60 Worth street, this city. Mr. Ammidown 
is President of the American Protective Tanff 
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League, a well-known member of the Union 
League Club, and a director of the Importers’ 
and Traders’ Bank. Before the election he 
was loud in his praises of the McKinley bill, 
claiming that that measure would prove the 
salvation of the business interests of the coun- 
try. In an interview today he said: 

„The liabilities of the concern are about 
$800,000 and the assets. may come within 
$20,000 of that, but this I cannot exactly say. 
The suspension was due to the general de- 
pression resultant from the elections, which 
has been felt in every line of business. 

„What about the effect of the McKinley 
bill?“ asked a reporter. 

„Well,“ replied Mr. Ammidown with a 
grim smile, that was all right. Everything 
was moving satisfactorily until after the elec- 
tions. Then the . Wall street had 
its effect upon other i men and collec- 
tions have not been quite as good lately ag 
they were. There were a number of sudden 
and heavy calls upon the resources of the 
company which we were unable to meet at 
once, and so we made application to the 
Chancellor of New Jersey for a receiver. 

„William Barbour of the well-known firm 
of Barbour Bros. of Paterson was appointed 
and is nowin charge. He will go on and 
wind up the business. This failure does not 
affect any of my other business interests. I 
lay it entirely to the feeling throughout the 
country induced by the elections.“ 

The suspension of the Rittenhouse mills 
must prove a serious blow to Passaic, N. J., 
where the mills are situated and have been 
turning out, since they were established four- 
teen years ago, vast quantities of blankets 
and other woolens, as well as tapestries of 
silk, wool, and other textiles. After the Mc- 
Kinley bill came into effect the company 
bought largely of coarse wool in anticipation 
of a rise, but the market became glutted with 
their manufacture and business was thus 
tangled at both ends of their enterprise. 

Besides being agents for the Rittenhouse 
Manufacturing company Ammidown & Smith 
are the agents of the Lewiston Mill company, 
the Progress Mills, the Oriental Mills, the 
Boylston Mills, and the Avon Manufacturing 
company. 

Mr. Ammidown’s statement that his other 
connections are not affected by this failure is 
therefore of especial interest. 

E. H. Ammidown has long been the leader 
and the most potent factor in adjusting tariff 
rates. Hence it was natural that Maj. Mc- 
Kinley should turn to him last winter for 
guidance in the preparation of his tax-advanc- 
ing measure. ‘There are few schedules in 
the bill that do not bear the impress of Am- 
midown’s intimate knowledge of the wishes 
of his tellow-manufacturers and  mill- 
owners, for he spent half his time 
in Maj. McKinley’s committee-room. While 
the measure was under discussion in Con- 
gress his enthusiasm over the unmixed bless- 
ings that wereto follow its enactment was 
keyed up to coneert pitch and it was reflected 
in the pamphlet literature of the Tariff 
League as well asin the American Econ- 
omist. Some of his friends wondered at his 
bitter denunciation of everything that even 
temporarily blocked the way of the McKinley 
bill and his hits at those Republican legislat- 
ors, including Secretary Blaine, who ques- 
tioned the expediency of the measure. 

Perhaps it was his devotion to the high-tax 
element that led Mr. Ammidown into this at- 
titude toward all doubting ones, but if any 
one will glance at the imereased figures for 
tariff taxes on plushes, recall his close alli- 
ance with McKinley, and then hear that his 


mill’s failure comes from Overproduction in 


plushes another cause for anxiety is likely to 


come to mind. Only a mall proportion of 


tax rate on foreign goods, ani having secured 
it increased their production to take advan- 
tage of the monopoly they expected, in the 
first year at least, of the new rates, and they 
started in for higher prices all around.

BIG DRY-GOODS HOUSE IN TROUBLE. 


One of the Largest Establishments in New 
York Has to Be Helped. 

New York, Dec. 4.—[Special.]—For some 

days there has been a good deal of talk about 

financial troubles in the dry-goods district, 


and these rumors, while at first believed to be 


unfounded, were later confirmed. The name 
of the house involved, however, is kept se- 
cret, but it was stated privately today that 
Russell Sage and several directors of the Im- 
porters’ and Traders’ Bank had decided, after 
an examination of the firm’s accounts, and 
finding them in good condition, to give the 


necessary assistance; that with their help the 


troubles had been bridged over, and that the 
firm was now in a safe position, and its busi- 
ness would continue without interruption. 
The house in question is one of the largest 
dry-goods houses in the city. It is also stated 
that the deficiency in money has not only af-

Bevis, Russell & Co. and Petrus Mandan 
Forced to Close Up.

Petrus Mandan, silk importer, has failed 
with liabilities of $500,

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MILLIONS FOR THE FAIR. 


PASSAGE OF THE $5,000,000 BOND OR- 
| | DINANCE, 


The City Council Takes the Step Which 
um Provide the Funds Needed for Ex- 
position Purposes—Ald. McEnerny Pro- 
poses a Substitute Measure Which Is 
Denounced as Buncombe—The Natural 
Gas Matter Made a Special Order for the 
Next Meeting. 


The Council at its meeting last night passed 
the ordinance for the issue of the $5,000,000 of 
World's Fair bonds, sand made Ald. Vierling’s 
Natural Gas ordinance a special order for a 
week from next Monday. Little interest was 

manifested in the proceedings. There was 

barely a quorum at the meeting, and the dem- 
agogue arguments aboit small de nomination 
bonds were passed over in silence, 

Ald. Cullerton offered the following resolu- 


WHEREAS, By an act of Congress the corpora- 
tion known as the World’s Columbian Exposition 
is required to furnish the President of the United 
States satisfactory proof that a sum not less than 
$10,000,000, to be used and expended for the pur- 
poses of the Exposition, has in ‘fact been raised or 
provided for by subscription or other legally 
binding means, before the President can issue his 
proclamation ; and, 

WHEREAS, Any further delay in the issuance of 
that invitation will greatly delay the progress of 
the work on account of time. and thereby serious- 
ly interfere with the success of the Exposition, in 
which Chicago, as a city, is vitally interested; 
therefore, in view of the urgency of immediate 
action on the part of the city in respect to the 
bonds authorized by the peoplé in behalf of the 
Exposition, and in order to expedite thé issuance 
of the proclamation by the President, be it 

Resolved, That the ordinance providing for said 
bonds be put upon its passage. 

Ald. McEnerny’s Substitute Ordinance. 

Ald. McEnerny thought that bonds of as 

low a denomination as $200 should be issued 
so as to induce poor people in Chicago to take 
them. He offered a substitute ordinance 
providing, among other things, for the issuing 
of $5,000,000 worth of bonds, divided into 
classes of $200, $500, and $1,000, drawing 4 per 
cent interest, the bonds to be sold at par, the 
money to be handed over to the Treasurer of 
the Exposition, and the trustees of the Expo- 
sition to execute and deliver to the city a deed 
of trust on all its property for the purpose of 
securing the payment to the city of the full 
amount of the bonds with interest at 5 per 
cent. 
, Ald. Cullerton made a speech advocating 
the passage of the ordinance as it came from 
the Finance Committee. He objected to the 
substitute as retarding and impeding the 
progress of the Exposition. He pointed out 
that the bonds of small denomination issued 
last July had not been taken upand character- 
ized Mr. McEnerny’s proposals as mere hum- 
bug. 

Ald. Hepburn also opposed Ald, McEner- 
ny’s substitute. The bonds, he thought, 
would sell better if they were in issues of $10,- 
000 each. Ald. Goldzier also opposed Ald. 

| McEnerny’s ordinance as making the city 
merely a money broker. 
The Ordinance Is Passed. 

A vote was then taken and the ordinance as 
recommended by the Finance Committee was 
passed—5é6 to 1. : . 

The ordinance provides for the issue of $5,000,- 
000 in bonds, $4,000,000 in bonds of $1,000 each and 
$1,000,000 in bonds of $500. each, to bear date from 
Jan. 1, 1891, payable in thirty years, to bear inter- 
est at 4 per cent, payable semi-annually, both 
bonds and interest to be payable at the American 
Exchange National Bank in New York. 

At any time after the Exposition directors shall 
have collected $3,000,000 on its stock then 
the bonds shall be sald and issued 
in such amounts as it may " 
the money to be paid over to the World’s Fair 
directors, provided that the bonds shall be issued | 
and the proceeds paid to the Treasurer of the 
World's Exposition upon the express condition 
and agreement that the city shall be repaid as 
large a proportionate amount of the proceeds of 
the bonds as is paid to the stockholders on the 
sums subscribed and paid by them, the money so 
paid to the city to be used in redemption of these 
bonds. 

All coupons that may have matured before the 
issuance of the bonds shall canceled by the 
Controller. Theprivilege of emption of the 
bonds before maturity is given the city upon the 
payment of a premiumof 5 per cent and ninety 
days: previous notice in three newspapers, provid- 
ing that the bonds are called in only on the first 
day of January and the first day of July of each 
year. The credit of the City of Chicago is irre- 
vocably pledged to the payment of principal and 
interest of the bonds. 


Miscellaneous Business, 


Ald. O’Neill’s ordinance annexing a little 
spot of the Town of Riverdale, which con- 
tains a distillery, a station, and a beer garden, 
was passed. 

Ald. Burke, from the Committee on Gas, 
Oil, and Electric Light, reported favorably on 
the ordinance granting the Chicago Economic 
Fuel Gas company a franchise. He asked 
that it be deferred and published and made a 
special order for a week from next Monday 
evening, which was agreed to. 

It is understood that Corporation Counsel 
Hutchinson is writing an opinion against the 
validity of the ordinance creating the Thirty- 
Fifth Ward.

E. DUNBAR PRICE DIES IN NEW YORK. 


End of a Career Famous ou Two Conti- 
nents for Reckless Extravagance. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 4.—A private dis- 
patch from New York today to relatives in 
this city says that E. Dunbar Price, whose 
wealth and extravagance have made 
| him well known in this country 
and Europe, died there this morning 
at the Marlboro Hotel. Dunbar Price was 
born in this eity in 1859 and by the death of 
his grandfather, Elon Dunbar, in 1877, he in- 
| herited an income of $15,000 a year. This was 

more than doubled shortly afterwards by the 
| death of his grandmother and sister, who had 
been joint beneficiaries with himself under 
the willzof his grandfather. The income was 
afterwards increased to $42,000 per year. Im- 
mediately after inheriting the income of his 
grandfather’s estate, young Price launched 
out into wild extravagances. He kept a rac- 
ing stable, and ran his horses on all the prin- 
cipal tracks in the East. 

By the terms of the will of Mr. Price’s 
grandfather, Elon Dunbar, the income of 
about $500,000 {one-half the estate) will pass 
to nineteen of the principal charitable in- 
stitutions of this city and the 
1 balance will go in fee simple through several 
generations of Mr. Dunbar’s collateral de- 
| scendants. The death of Mr. Price removes 
all claims of his widow on his grandfather’s 
estate, there being no issue. 

Mr. Price’s lawyer said today that Mr. Price 
executed a will in October, 1888, in which he 
devised all property which he might be pos- 
sessed of to a young woman named Rolly” 
Booker, “his devoted friend.” He also 
names Miss Booker his sole executrix. The 
lawyer was unable to say whether Mr. Price 
had accumulated any property or not,. but he 
did noc believe he had left any considerable

FIRST BLOW AT THE M’KINLEY BILL. | 


It Will Be Aimed at the Duty on Tin- 

New Y Dec ase

The first blow at the McKinley bill will be 
aimed at the tinplate section. Several promi- 
nent Republicans, with Senator Cullom of Illinois 
at their head, have pledged: themselves to aid 
the movement, which will be inaugurated by the 
Democrats. The increased duty on tinplate was 
imposed to encourage American capitalists 
to invest their capital in plants for the 
manufacture of tinplate, which would 
develop certain deposits of tin which 
are said to exist in the Black Hills of Dakota. 
The Democratic victory of last November, prom- 
ising a repeal of the duty within two years any- 
how, has effectually alarmed capital to the ex- 
tent of deterring investments in tin plants for the 
manufacture of tinplate. In view of these facts 
it is urged that a further continuance of the in- 
creased duty is but a needless tax upon the con- 
sumers of canned goods and the producers of 
material’ therefor without a corresponding 
benefit to the infant American industry 


the imposition of the tax. . The direct 
beneficiaries of the tax on tinplate would be a 
syndicate of English and a few American capital- 
ists calling themselves the Harney Peak Tin 
Mining, Milling, and Manufacturing company. 
It was this company, owning the greater part of | 
the tin deposits of the Black Hills, which started 
out two years ago, as soon as the elections had 
assured a Republican Congress, to secure the duty 
on. tinplate. The history of its efforts, finally 
successful, to secure an almost prohibitory duty 
on tinplate is a story of jobbery and corruption. 

Protests came from all over the country—from 
Republican Illinois, at the seat of the beef can- 
ning industry; from Kansas City, Mo. ; from Sioux 
City, in Republican Iowa, the second canning city 
inthe country; from Maryland, with her three 
newly elected Republican Congressmen; from 
Massachusetts, and little Delaware. But it was 
of no avail, as every one knows. The Harney 
Peak company was too strong and the tax was au- 
thorized to be placed on tin for their benefit. It | 
is interesting to note in this connection how 
many Democratic members the canners, con- 
sumers, and producers will send to the next House 
to take the place of those Republicans who voted 
to destroy an interest which was bread and meat 
for 2,000.000 laborers and farmers, in order that a 
puny industry might be established for the benefit 
of a handful of millionaires who had attempted 
to monopolize a great necessary of life. 
Maryland, New York, Kansas, Iowa, IIIi- 
nois, Massachusetts, and Indiana all 
turn down the Republicans who attempted this 
deal. There will be no tinplate factories estab- 
lished in America just now. Why, then, should 
the consumer continue to pay more for his canned

This is the question which the wise Republicans 
will ask with the Democrats at thecoming ses- 
sion of Congress, and the answer to it will be the 
repeal of the tax.

Loxpox, Dec. 4.—Parnell is playing out his 
game on the lines indicated yesterday by 
forcing Gladstone’s hand and committing the

Home-Rulers. It was resolved this evening to 


form a committee, with Parnell as a member, 
for opening negotiations with Gladstone by 
a letter which has already been written 
and sent. He is asked whether he will 
agree to hand over the Irish constabulary, to 
the end of a settlement of the land question, 
to a home-rule Parliament when established, 
or undertake to deal with the agrarian diffi- 
culty himself in his own scheme. But_the 
surrender of the constabulary to the Irish Par- 
liament is an inflexible condition. If he con- 
sents to these terms Parnell gives a kind of 
conditional undertaking to retire from the 
leadership for the present. He can safely 
make this offer, for uf Gladstone gives 5 
the constabulary a large section of his Englis 
supporters will raise a great outery, and what 
he gains by temporarily deposing Parnell will 
be more than lost in another direction. If he 
hesitates or evades the real issue Parnell will 
be in a position to boast that the Liberal 
leader has proved his insincerity, and Parnell 
can go before the Irish people as the only 
man who has adequately defended their 
cause. In any case he has nothing 
to sacrifice by the result. His 
power in the House of Commons would be 
most formidable even though he sat on the 
back bench. Every day strengthens him in 
Ireland.

THEY WILL HAVE A PRESIDENTIAL 
CANDIDATE IN 1892, 

This Seems to Be an Assured Result of the 
National Convention of the Farmers’ 
Alliance at Ocala, Fia.—-The Colored 
Farmers Favor the Lodge Bill — Gov. 
Tillman of South Carolina on the Race 
Question—Other Political News. : 

Qcata, Fla., Dec. 4.—(Special.]—The at- 


mosphere here, so far as a third party move- 


ment is concerned, is beginning to clear up, 
and while on account of the opposition of 
many of the most influential Southern mem- 
bers it is not probable that any formal ac- 
tion looking towards the formation of sucha 
party will be taken, it is a perfectly safe pre- 
diction to make that there will be a third 
party in the field in 1892 which will have the 
moral backing of the Alliance as an order and 
will receive the active support of all the West- 
ern members and many of those from the 
South. ‘ 

Among the fraternal delegates here from 
other bodies are John Davis, Congressman- 
elect from Kansas and members of the Gen- 
eral Election Board of the Knights of Labor; 
Gen. John H. Rice, who ran for the Kansas 
Legislature on the Alliance ticket, and was 
defeated by his own son, who is a member of 


the Mississippi River Improvement Associa- 


tion and a leadmg candidate for the United 
States Senate to succeed Senator Ingalls. 
Delegates from the Citizens’ Alliance after 
consulting with many of the leading delegates 
to the Alliance convention prepared a mani- 
festo, which will be circulated for signatures 
among the delegates and issued in a few days. 

The manifesto, is as follows: 

WuHeEreas, In unity there is strength, therefore 
it is desirable that there should be a union of all 
the industrial organizations that stand upon com- 
mon ground. Tothisend the individuals from 
the various States whose names are hereunto 
signed make this call for a National conference, 
to be composed of delegates from the following 
industral organizations : The Farmers’ Alliance, 
the Farmers’ Muthal Benefit Association, the Cit- 
izens’ Alliance, the Knights of Labor, and all 
other industrial organizations that support 
the principles. of the St. Louis agree- 
ment of 1 Each State to send one 
delegate from each Congressional district and two 
for the State at large, each district organization 
three delegates and each county organization one 
delegate, the delegates to be chosen according to 
custom during the month of January, 1891; also 
the editors of such newspapers as have advocated 
the principles of the St. Louis agreement and 
supported the candidates nominated thereon in 
1890. The delegates are to meet in the City of 
Cincinnati, O., Monday, Feb. 3, 1891, for the pur- 
pose of forming a National Union party based 
upon the fundamental ideas of money, transpor- 
tation, labor, and land in furtherance of the work 
already begun by these organizations and prepar- 
atory for a united struggle for country and home 
in the great political conflict now pending, that 
must decide who ih this country is the sovereign, 
the citizen or the dollar.“ 

This practically leaves the Alliance as a 
body free, and the State, county, and sub- 
Alliances can dojas they please about sending 
delegates. The Knights of Labor at the re- 
cent meeting in Denver instructed General 
Master Workman Powderly to call a similar 
convention. As Messrs. Lavis and’ Beaumont, 
the other members of the Knights’ committee 
here, have been active in the preparation of 
the manifesto it 1s certain that the Knights 
will participate in the convention. The plan 
is now to have the Cincinnati meeting, which 
will be really dominated by the Citizens’ Al- 
liance, an auxiliary to the Farmers’ Alliance, 
which was intended to take in people in the 
cities and others ‘ineligible to member- 
ship in the farmer. body, take the initial steps 
to form the third party, and submit their work 
for the approval of the Alliance and the 
Knights in 1891. |

Congressman J. A. Pickler of South Dakota 
made a rattling speech, in which he said that 
South Dakota regarded the currency question 
as the fundamental question and the Sub- 
Treasury scheme as the best solution yet of- 
fered of that question. He declared himself 
— unreservedly in favor of free coinage of 
silver. . 

Messrs. Gallagher and Carsey, from the New 
York Workingmen’s Reform League and Anti- 
Monopoly League, respectively, both ad- 
dressed the convention, and among other 
things said the mechanics anf laborers in 
cities were as much dependerit upon the in- 
dustrial condition of the country as :farmers 
were and should be eligible to membership in 
the Alliance.

CoLum S. C., Dec. 4.—Gov.-elect Till- 

man, who Was elected on the reform ticket 

composed of the Farmers’ Alliaace and other 

Democrats who wanted a change of govern- 

ment, was inaugurated today. In his inaugu- 

ral address he referred with pleasure to the 

National victory of the Democratic party, and 

in regard to the election in his own State said: 


In our own State of South Carolina the triumph 
of Democracy and white supremacy over mon- 
lism and anarchy, of civilization over barbar- 


ism, has been mostcomplete, and itis gratifying 


to note the fact that this was attended by a polit- 
ical phenomenon which wasa surptise to all of 
us—our colored fellow-citizens absolutely refused 
to be led to the polls by their bosses. The oppor- 
tunity of peving Shere yotes freely cast and hon- 
— counted, which, it uas been claimed. is de- 
nied the negroes, caused scarcely a ripple of ex- 
citement, and the consequence is that today there 
is less prejudice and more kindly feeling between 
the white men and the black men in South Caro- 
lina than has existed at any time since 1868. 

When it is clearly shown that a majority of our 
colored voters are no longer imbued with Repub- 
lican ideas the vexed negro problem will be solved 
and the fear of a return of a negro domination 
will haunt us no more. 

Can I not IM. to the magnanimity of the 
dominant race 
that we white men of South Carolina stand ready 
and willing to listen kindly to allreasonable com- 
— to grant all just rights and safe privi- 

es to these colored people—that they shall have 
» protection under the law and a guarantee 
of fair treatment at our hands? 
That the colored 22 have grievances it is 
idle to deny. That the memory of wro and in- 
sults heaped by the white people upon the blacks 
has provoked retaliation and often injustice is 
true. It was natural and inevitable. But we owe 
it to ourselves as a Christian people, we owe it to 
the d name of our ate, which has been 
blackened thereby and its prosperity retarded, 
that these things should be stopped 

We whites have a 
Government and we intend to retain it. The in- 
telligent exercise of the right of suffrage, at once 
the highest privilege and most sacred duty of the 
citizen, is as yet beyond the capacity of the vast 
majority of colored men. 

We deny that all men are created equal.” It 
ig not true now and it was not true when Jeffer- 
son wrote it. But we cannot deny that it is our 
duty as the governing power in South Carolina to 
insure to every individual, black and white, the 
right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 


ness. 

With all the machinery of the law in our hands, 
with every department of the Government—ex- 
ecutive, legislative, and judiciai—held by white 
men; with white juries, white solicitors, white 
Sheriffs, it is simply infamous that resort should 
be had to lynch law and that prisoners should be 
murdered because the people have grown weary 
of the law’s delay and of itgginefficient admin- 
istration. Negroes have near always been the 
victims, and the confession is a blot on our civili- 
zation. Let us see to it that the finger of scorn be 
no more pointed at our State by reason of this 
deplorable condition of affairs. t punishment 
for crime, by whomever committed, be prompt 
and impartial, and with the removal of the cause 
the effect will disappear. And as a last desperate 
remedy, to be used only when others fail, grant to 
the Executive the power of absolute removal of 
any Sheriff who fails to prevent any such act of 
violence in his county after the law has taken con- 
trol tf the prisoner. 

I have ee it wise to speak in em- 
N terms on this subject, because every Caro- 

inian worthy the name must long to see the time 
when law shall assert its sway, when our people 
will not be divided into hostile political camps.

AN EFFECT OF THE WKINLEY BILL. 
The failure of the big Rittenhouse Woolen 
Mills at Passaic, N. J., which will throw be- 
tween 700 and 800 workinées out of employ- 
ment, is one of those effects of the McKinley 
bill which the authors of that measure did 
not calculate on. This particular manufac- 
tory had been trying for a few years back to do 
too large a business with too small a capital 
and was gradually fallmg behindhand, its 
profits being eaten up by the interest it paid 
on loans. 

Wen it became cortam that the McKinley 
bill would pass the manager of the works, who 
is the President of the American Protective 
Tariff League, decided that he would make a 
bold stroke for great profits, which would lift 
the concern out of all financial dpfficulties. 
Fully convinced that the price of woolens 
would go up as soon as the bill was in force, 
he put a million dollars into wool during June 
and July. In that he differed from most pf 
thé manufacturers, who were sparing in their 
purchases. Most of this wool was worked up 
into cloth, the bulk of which was held for the 
expected rise. 

But the Tariff bill did not become a law till 
a month or more after the manager thought 
it would, and in the meantime foreign manu- 
facturers were pouring into the country every 
yard of cloth they had on their shelves. So 
the expected rise did not come when it was 
looked for. It has not come yet, but will 
soon, as the old stocks are being worked off 
rapidly. All this time the mill men were bor- 
rowing money to carry this big stock they had 
on hand, and were paying good rates for it. 
At last, when the money market began to be 
stringent, they could not get further accom- 
modations and had to go under. The wool 
which they had bought ‘and had not worked 
up had gone up perhaps a cent a pound since 
July, but it had cost them at least that much 
to carry it, and they would have made no 
profit by disposing of it. They bet all they 
had, and more, on the chance of a quick ad- 
vance in prices and they have lost, and are up 
to date the biggest victims of the McKinley 
bill. If that measure had not passed they 
might have managed to pull through. If they 
had been forced to suspend there would have 
been a much smaller gap between assets and 
liabilities than is the case now. 

Looking on the stoppage of these mills and 
the throwing of several hundreds of men out 
of work, looking also at the proposals of the 
owners of the Fall River mills to cut down 
the wages of their men, looking also at the 
merease in the price of carpetings which will 
check production and lessen the number of 
workmen employed, one is tempted to ask 
what the McKinley bill is doing for the Amer- 
ican workingman, and whether it really is 
that unmixed blessing. for him its authors 
said it would be. To Maj. McKinley these 
failures and cutting down of wages and of 
production may seem hopeful signs, but they 
will not reconcile the workingmen to his law, 
the effects of which they think they can see 
and feel already. 


THE AIMS OF THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 

There will be found in the supplement of 
today’s TMRHUNR an article giving a detailed 
history of the National Farmers’ Alliance and 
Industrial Union, now in session at Ocala, 
Fla.—how it was organized, what it has done 
already, and what it hopes to accomplish in 
the near future. The subject is one of no lit- 
tle interest, since this organization is bound 
to create great political disturbances between 
now and 1893-’94, just as the old Know-Noth- 
ing party did both North and South during 
the 508. It will cut no small figure in the 
next Presidential election and will affect the 
Democrats quite as much as it will the Repub- 
licans, for it is spreading over the South, gath- 
ering in all the planters, whites as well as 
blacks. 

Already the Alliance has swept Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and both the Dakotas, and shaken 
Minnesota. It will absorb soon the Farmers’ 
Mutual Benefit Associations of the Western 
and Eastern States. Thus far the latter have 
professed to be non-political, though they did 
dabble a little in pulitics this fall in Mlinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, and Wisconsin. 
Having once begun, however, and feeling their 
strength, they will plunge in still deeper, es- 
pecially after they have blended with the Alli- 
ance, which is admittedly political. 

If Powderly is successful in his scheme of 
fusing his Knights of Labor with these two 
farming bodies the consolidated organization 
‘will be able to control from three to four 
million votes. This will not be a majority, 
but its opponents will be split up into Repub- 
licans and Democrats. Probably it will be 
able to carry, by pluralities, all of the States 
west of the Mississippi, all theold Slave States 
except Maryland and Delaware, and perhaps 
more. It will run its course, like other 
ephemeral parties. How long that course will 
be the future alone cantell. But before it 
has reached the end of its career it may do 
frightful mischief to the National credit, repu- 
tation, and business. 

A statement of the doctrines of the new 
party, which are communistie to the last de- 
gree and will be revolutionary and chaotic in 
their effects, will show the damage which even 
the temporary success of this organization in- 
ovitably must inflict on the country. 

The first plank of its platform is the Na- 
tional ownership of all railroads and tele- 
graphs. The properties which it is proposed 
to confiscate are tobe paid for with bonds 
drawing from 1 to 2 per cent interest, this to 
be paid in irredeemable full legal tender shin- 
plasters. The funded debt of the railroads 
and telegraphs is over five thousand million 
dollars. That at least must be assumed by 
the Government, and the Alliance probably 
will pay the holders of thecapital stock, which 
is also over five thousand millions, a little 
something for their property. Under any cir- 
cumstances there will be an enormous public 
debt and an immense yearly issue of shin- 
plasters to pay the interest. 

The second plank is the “sub-treasury ”’ 
warehouse scheme. The farm products of the 
country are to be held in store free at public 
expense until the world of consumers has beep 
starved into buying the stuff at prices dictated 
by the Alliance. Thus the Government will

No one is to inherit more 
than $100,000, all in excess. of that amount to 
go to the Government. Large slices are to be 
cut for its benefit out of all estates worth over 
$10,000 or $20,000. It is the belief of the Al- 
liance that the enforcement of these measure3 
will put an end in a few yehrs to all large in- 
comes and estates, as no man will labor to 
amass property when he knows he cannot en- 
joy it if he lives or give it tohis children when 
he dies. It is the creed of the Alliance that 
capitalists and rich men should be done away 
with, and if it has its way for any length of 
time they will be. 

These are the principles on which the Al- 
liance proposes to run the Government. As 
for the Government itself, it is to be pure, 
economic, patriotic, unselfish, and fraternal. 
It is to be full of love. The people are all to 
be honest, benevolent, disinterested, and 
happy, and as nearly equal in condition and 
wealth as possible. In a word, human nature 
is to be remodeled and perfected, and a 
millennium will be established on the earth 
at once. These dreams have been dreamed 
before, and the awakening from them always 
has been peta,

recent election has cleared the political atmos- 
phere in many directions and enlarged their 
personal vision. They have found, among 
other things, that the people are tired and dis- 
gusted with wholesale and indiscriminate pen- 
sion legislation, that self-respecting old sol- 
diers themselves resent the undeserved stigma 
which has been fastened on them by dema- 
gogical politicians on the one hand and 
rapacious Claim agents on the other, and that 
excessive pension expenditure was one of the 
causes which operated to set the landslide in 
motion on the 4th of November. 

As the outcome of this clarified vision there 
is just now a good deal of eleventh hour con- 
trition, and those who were the most forward 
and persistent in pushing through the legisla- 
tion are loudest and longest in their confes- 
sions and most strendous in their display of 
grief. Their sorrow is not so much for what 
they have done as it is tor the failure of their 
constituents to appreciate it. They mourn be- 
cause after passing a bill which will 
add over 800,000 names to the pen- 
sion rolis of “dependents,’’ not one-fourth 
of which belongs to that class, and from 
$80,000,000 to $100,000,000 to the already 
frightfully congested pension account, large 
numbers of the beneficiaries themselves were 


them for not also passing a service pension 
act which would have added as much more to 
the huge expenditure. They realize now to 
their sorrow that their demagogism has satis- 
fied no one. They alienated self-respecting | 
ex-soldiers who are tired of undeserved criti- 
cism. They failed to conciliate those who are 
not self-respecting by not going far enough. | 
They disgusted and angered the general tax. | 
payers to that extent that many of them voted | 
with the Democrats to punish these dema- 
gogues. Now they profess to be convinced | 
that Congress has gone as far as it should in 
the enactment of pension legislation and that 
a halt has been called by the taxpayers! To 
have been effective, so far as they are con- 
cerned personally, the discovery should have 
been made some time ago. 

This change of public sentiment does not 
indicate any change in public respect and 
sympathy for the ex-soldiers of the Union. It 
does not follow that the people are not in favor 
of allowing reasonable pensions in all merito- 
rious cases. It only means that the 
peuple are tired of the ravenousness 
of claim agents, of the demagogism 
of Congressmen, of the pensioning of 
those who do not deserve it, and of the 
reduction of the services of the soldier to 
a sordid, mercenary basis. They would have 
made no objection to a carefully framed bill 
which would have relieved actually dependent 
and suffering soldiers, but the bill which had 
its origin under pressure of claim agents and 
mistaken personal ambitions goes far beyond 
the limits of reason and propriety and pen- 
sions every ex-soldier who works for a living, 
as nineteen-twentieths of the American people 
are doing. Under the provisions of this bill 
850,000 claims have been filed already and the 
end of the long procession of claimants is not 
yet in sight, while the claim agents them- 
selves are pocketing $10 for every grab they 
make out of the taxpayers. 

The contrite Congressmen who voted for 
this legislation now find that while they have 
bled their constituents about $10 per family 
every year for a generation to come to pay 
this pension grab, they have gained no 
votes for themselves, but on the other hand 
have lost many. There will be more of this 
kind of voting when the extravagant legis- 
lation for which they are responsible begins 
to pinch the popular pocket, and when future 
Congresses have to meet large revenue de- 
ficiencies and sell bonds, creating a new war 
debt, to pay. the bills. He who runs may 
read the lesson if he is not hopelessly blind. 
It may reasonably be doubted whether a 
single member of Congress who vo for 
the joint iniquities of the McKinley bill and 
the pension .agent dependent swindle ever 
again will be elected to Congress. No 
wonder, then, that there is sorrow in the high 
places and vain contrition among the chief 
offenders! But it is too late. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT INIQUITY. 

The International Copyright bill, reported 
from the Committee on Patents last session 
by Mr. Simonds of Connecticut in place of 
the Adams bill which was defeated in the 
House, has been passed by that body by 139 
to 95 and will now go to the Senate, where 
assurances have been given of its final pas- 
sage. That the President will sign it is evi- 
dent from his views as expressed in his mes- 
sage. The bill as passed is substantially the 
same as the Adams bill, with the addition of 
sections providing that the law shall be in effect 
only where réciprocal advantages are given by 
foreign countries to American authors, and 
that all books. copyrighted shall be prmtea 
from type set in the United States or from 
plates made therefrom. 

The immediate result..of this dangerous 
measure will be the creation of a book trust, 
and the expedition with which it was utged 
and brought to vote seems to indicate that as 
trusts will be in a bad way after this session 
its advocates felt there was danger in delay 
and acted accordingly. The geographical dis- 
tribution of the vote also is significant. The 
main support of the bill came from the East- 
ern and Middle States, where the great pub- 
«ishing houses flourish. ‘The opposition came 
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market under, the control of the great 
Eastern publishing houses. That combine 


pose its advocates would have given their con- 
2 to the payment of a fair royalty on sales 
of foreign authors’ books in this country, 
which is all the right they are entitled to. 
American authors needed no further copy- 


‘right privilege to encourage them, since every 


book printed in this country yields a fair profit 


if the people want it. It is a matter for con- 


gratulation that of the thirteen members from 
Illinois whose votes are recorded ten voted in 
the interests of the people, and only three, 
Lawler, Adams, jand Post, lent their votes to 
the organization of the Eastern book trust. 


THE NATIONAL ELECTIONS BILL. 

The Senate has taken up the National Elec- 
tions or force bill, and promises vo stick 
to it till it is passed—some time during the 
present month. At the last session it was 
doubtful whether the bill would get the neces- 
sary number of votes, even with the modifica- 
tions proposed by the Senate Committee on 
Elections. At present, however, there seems 
to be no doubt that it will go through. The 
four new Senators are for it, and some%of those 
members who were understood to be against 
it are believed now to be its supporters. It is 
reasonably certain also that if the Democrats 
try to kill the bill by dragging out the discus- 
sion to an unreasonable length the flood of 
oratory will be stopped either by a vote of 
the Senate or a ruling of the Chair. It has 
been the hope of the Democrats that even if 
the amended bill did pass the Senate it could 
be beaten by filibustering in the House. But 
it is proposed that when the bill gets back 
there it shall be sent at once to a conference 
committee, and that when it makes its report 
the vote shall be taken thereon. This plan 
will give little chance for filibustering. 

Tun Trisuns thinks the bill is right in prin- 
ciple and ought to pass. It thinks also that 
it will be useful in practice at any poll or in 
any district whete there art enough white Re- 
publicans to see that it is enforced. But 
those who expect that the bill will be of any 
value in those ¢ommunities where there are 
few or no white men who believe in its prin- 
ciples will be disappointed. Theoretically 
the bill will give to the colored voters in thirty 
Southern Congressional districts the long- 
denied right to send to thé House of Repre- 
sentatives the men of their choice. Practical- 
ly it will do nothing. of the kind, for unfort- 
unately these are the very districts where 
there are no whites who will see that such a 
law is enforced. Itgought to be clear to every- 
body by this time that colored majorities, no 
matter how large, can do nothing of their own 
physical or moral force, 

The bill should be passed because it is right, 
but it will do no good where it is most need- 
ed and white minorities will continue to elect 


- Congressmen, even where the colored men are 
two-thirds, four-fifths, or nine-tenths of the 


voters. It is doubtful whether the black men 
will run the risk of signing the petitions nec- 
essary to put the law in force unless they are 
prepared to put up with the unpleasant treat- 
ment to which the whites will subject them. 
In some cases it may be equivalent to signing 


their death warrants, 


The experience of years has shown that 
only white men can enforce the law against 
the Democratic bulldozers. Where they dre 
absent the bill will play no part in practical 
politics. Its passage will not enable the Repub- 
licans to.carry any of the Cotten States in 1892 
or to elect a Congressman from them, where 
one cannot be elected now. 


EQUAL RIGHTS TO SHIPPERS. 

If it be true, as stated, that certain railroad 
magnates have deliberately devised a plan 
which will enable them systematically to dis- 
eriminate between shippers they are plotting 
out a line of policy that may prove suicidal. 
They could not act in any way more directly 
calculated to place themselves in flat antago- 
nism to the great mass of people in the Missix 
sippi Valley States, who have pronounced 
against any such line of action, and have just 
begun toshow their possession of power in 
the legislative councils of the land. They 
would not long tolerate the working of 
an organization to handle all the 
freight ahd passenger business of the 
West, and on terms which would al- 
low to its shipping members rebates 
large enough to put it out of the power of the 
outside publie to compete with them. They 
would see in it a return to the conditions of 
many years ago, when a ring of cattle-eveners 
took a big slice out of every freight bill under 
the pretense of earning it by effecting an 
equable distribution of the business between 
the different lines connecting this city with 
the Eastern séaboard. That arrangement 
was too iniquitous to stand after the light 
had been turned on it, exposing its 
enormity to the public gaze. It is hardly to 
be expected that an equally discriminative 
policy will be tolerated now that the people 
are much wiser and the competition between 
merchants far more intense than then. 

Surely things have not come to such a pass 
as to render it necessary to concede that the 
business of a railroad carrier. dannot be con- 
ducted with as much fairness as that of an 
honorable merchant. The latter feels it his 
imperative duty to his own good name, as well 
as to the public, to serve all his customers on 
as nearly equal terms 4s may be. There is no 
legal limitation to prevent him from having 
favorites allowed to buy at discounts of 10 to 25 
per cent from the prices exacted frum others. 
But he would seorn todo business on such a 
plan. On the other hand, the railtoad company, 


being a servant of the public, is expressly 


charged with the duty of using all its patrons on 
precisely the same footing, exacting from 
each one the same compensation for equiva- 
lent amounts of service performed. On what 
plea then can it make the most notorious dis- 
criminations, passing over the line free oné 
set of men who are abundantly able to buy 
tickets and charging widely unequal terms to 
those who have to pay? How dan it expect 
the public to indorse or even patiently endure 
discriminations like these, and that, too, when 
made in defiance of the law passed for the 
express purpose of making companies act 
fairly as between their customers? And how 
can they have the impudence to propose for- 
mal plans for doing that in comparative open- 
ness which they have hitherto 1 
in secret? 
No surer step than this could be 
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be taken out of their hands altogether, and 
the common carrier be obliged to accept for 
his services near the lowest figures at which 
he has confessed himself willing to do busi. 
ness in the past. It might not be well to try 
the temper of the people on this point by 
| throwing down the gauntlet in such fashion as 
is talked of by those who propose to institute 
a big and systematic discrimination against 
the supposedly uninfluential class of shippers. 
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8 OUR WHUAT SURPLUS. 

Mr. John W. Bookwalter of Ohio is quoted 
as saying he thinks the next boom in the 
United States will be in farm kinds. His 
reason for this is that we are now able to export 
only sufficient food to supply 5,900,000 for- 
eigners, and our ability will keep on decreas- 
ing, so that in about half a dozen years more 
we shall have domestic wants equal to the 
consumption of all (the food) we raise. Then 
prises will go higher, it will pay to be a 
farmer, and there will be an increase in that 
class of the population. There is, literally 
speaking, no more West to occupy unless by 
the slow and expensive processes of reclaim- 
ing swamps or irrigating the now dry areas. 

Mr. Bookwalter may be reasoning in the 
right direction when he anticipates a rise in 
the value of farming land now occupied, but 
he works from faulty premises. He talks only 
of the short wheat crop of the present year, ig- 
noring other farm produce, and seems to regard 
the condition as a normal one. A fair average 
wheat crop, like that of last year, leaves fully 
100,000,000 bushels for export. ‘There is good 
ground for believing we should have raised as 
much this time but for the peculiarly unfavor- 
able weather that marked the growing season, 
and that we may count on a yield equal to that 
of 1889 for future years which are not charac- 
terized by exceptionally bad. crop conditions. 
That surplus of 100,000,000 bushels is sufficient 
to feed 20,000,000 of people annually instead 
of five, and the population of the United 
States is increasing only at the rate of about 
2'¢ per cent a year. 

It is important to remember also that if the 
price of wheat should go up to stay two or 
three years the fact would furnish a stimulus 
to a large increase in production. Not only 
would the present wheat-growing areas be 
broadened by lessenmg, if need be, the 
amount seeded to other cereals, but the States 
east of Illinois would find it profitable to raise 
wheat in large quantity, and with both there 
may be ere long an extensive resort to the 
methods of cultura which enable the Euro- 
peans to gather more wheat than we do from 
the average acre of better soil. Then there is 
room for a large increase in the Far West, in 
California, Oregon, and Washington. The 
latter has already entered so extensively into 
wheat culture that it has this year raised some 
16,000,000 bushels east of the Cascades alone, 
and the movement from that region has had 
a great deal to do with causing the recent de- 
pression in prices in this market. North- 
western Canada could easily double her 20, 
000,000, while Russia and India could raise 
much more than now if stimulated by the 
fact of a better market, and France and even 
England would find it profitable to raise 
more, 

The wheat-growers of the United States 
would not find it difficult within a year or two 
to raise 150,000,000 bushels more than they 
did in 1889, and it is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect that such an- augmented production 
would soon be realized in the event of an ap- 
parently permanent advayce of 8 to 10 cents 
a bushel. Under similar encouragement 
other countries could swell the volume, if not 
in so great ratio, at least more rapidly than 
demanded by the growth of their population. 
There is thus no occasion to fear that the 
world’s production of wheat will not be ample 
for all the needs of mankind for centuries 
to come, and the price to be paid will 
accommodate itself to the requirements 
and cause the production of more when 
more is wanted. It is only natural to 
expect that during the working out of this ex- 
pansion farming lands will become more val- 
uable, especially those which are situated com- 
parativéty near to the great centers of popu- 
lation that are waiting to be fed, but there 
need be no fear they will rise to starva- 
tion prices on account of a: scarcity of the ma- 
terial raised on them. A greater drea will be 


brought under cultivation, and it will be 


strange if the economics of the process are 
not so much improved as a resuit of scientific 
research that the same area will furnish food 
for a considerable percentage of increase in 
the number of consumers. 

If the cereal-growers of the United States 


| can obtain for their produce free access to the 


markets of Pan-America the change will 
bring with it a vast accession to the army of 
consumers of white bread. The number of 
eaters would in a very short time be in- 
creased by many millions, and it would not 
be wild to estimate the permanent effect as 
measurable by an advance of 8 to 10 cents per 
bushel in the value of the wheat crop of the 
United States. This is a result well worth 
working for by the farming community, they 
being the ones who would be most directly 
and favorably affected by the adoption of the 
policy of reciprocity between ourselves and 
the nations occupying the more southern por- 
tion of the New World. ä 


CONGRESSMAN CAN NON s BID IS Too LOW. 

In 1888 Congressman Cannon got 19,897 
votes and his Democratic competitor 17,204, 
Cannon’s majority bemg 2,698. Last month 
Mr. Cannon got 18,428 votes, a loss of 1,469, 
and the Democrat got 19,010, a gain of 1,806, 


giving him a majority of 582. Amberg, how- | 


ever, the Republican candidate for State 
Treasurer, got 1,902 more votes in the district 
than Wilson. This shows that Mr. Cannon 
has done something to make him unpopular 
with his constituents, He admits it himself. 
It is probably for the purpose of getting 
back into their favor that Mr. Cannon has in- 
troduced a bill appropriating $100,000 to get a 
site for and to construct a post-office and 
court-house building at Danville. Although 
there are dozens of bills of a similar nature 
for the benefit of other towns which will not 
be acted on, it is possible that Mr. Cannon, 
being Chairman of the Committee on Appro- 
priations, will gét his through. But even if 
he succeeds, will he pacify the Republican 
farmers who voted against him last month, or 
those who kept away from the polls, or those 
who, while angry at his vote for the McKinley 
bill, still voted for him because he was the 
nominee? No, because the sugar-plum he of. 
fers tnem is not big enough or sweet enough. 
The farmers found fault with Mr. Cannon 
because the McKinley bill which he voted for 
and which he defended on the stump added 
over $200,000 a year to the clothing bills 
of the people of his district, with no certainty 
as to the time when this increased charge 
would come to an end. They will not be recon- 
ciled to him because he gets the Government 
to buy some lots in Danville and put up a nice

CHEAP LINENS GO UP. ; 
The attention of those who 
say that it will be necessary to wait a year or | 
80 to see what the effect of the McKinley bill 
will be is invited respectfully to the fact that 
the prices of the cheaper g@des of linen 
goods, the only ones as yet affected by the 
tariff and the ones used by poorer people, 
have gone up about 10 per cent. What used 
to sell for 18 cuts a yard brmgs 20 now—the 
domestic as well as the foreign article. The 


women have discovered this fact, and their 


comments thereon are not pleasant to listen to. 

When the MeKinley bill was introduced its 
friends “pointed with pride to the fact 
that they had conferred a priceless boon 
on the farmer by raising the duty on 
undressed flax from $20 to $88.60 per 
ton, and on dressed flax from $40 to $89.60. 
“Diversify your interests, my farming 
friends,” said they. Raise flax and sell it to 
the linen mills that will be springing up in 
every county, and you will be wealthy men in 
a few years.” Of course, having raised the 
duty on the raw material, that on the manu- 
factured product had to be raised also. But 
by the time the bill became a law the duty en 


flax, not hackled, had shrunk to $22.40 a ton, 
and that on hackled flax to $67.20, while the 


protection given the manufacturer remained 
about what it was. The farmer had been lost 
in the shuffle somehow, but the American 
manufacturers of coarse n are 
none of fine—come up smiling. 

By the new law the duty on linen, crash, 
ducks, huckabacks, ete., is increased 10 per 
cent. But this does not apply to the finer 
goods, those having over a hundred threads to 
the square inch, till 1894. On those having 
less than 100 threads it begins at once. Thus 
the price of towels worth over $3 a dozen will 
not be changed. The poor people, who use 
the cheaper grades, are paying now more than 
they did. ble damask worth over 75 or 80 
cents a yard is not affected. Everything be- 
low that price is, whether all linen or the 
mixed cotton-linen goods. 

The new law says: 


Laces, edgings, embroideries, insertings, neck 
rufflings, ruchings, trimming, tuckings, en-droid- 
ered and hemstitched handkerchiefs, and articles 


made wholly or in part of lace, rufflings, tuck- 
ve-named articles, 


ings, or ruchings, all of the abo 
composed of flax, jute, cotton; or other vegetable 
fiber, 60 per centum ad valorem. 


The old duty was 30 per cent on some of the 


articles and 40 on others. The handkerchief 


which used to sell at $3 a dozen is now selling 


for $3.45. The cheap ruchings and edgings 
have gone up 10 per cent or more. The women 
will give a howl of delight probably when 
they learn that the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee in explaining the necessity for raising these 
duties says: 

This is an increase from 30 to 40 per cent to 60 


per cent ad valorem. The necessity for increas- 
ing the revenue from some source to offset the 


‘large reduction in revenue likely to result from 


placing sugar on the free list has led the commit- 
tee to propose an increase of duty upon these ar- 
ticles of luxury. 


Hemstitched handkerchiefs at 10 cents 
apiece. and ruchings at 8 cents a yard, ar- 
ticles of luxury!“ It has been charged that 
the Senate is made up of millionaires, but this 
shows that they are men of Spartan simplicity 
of life who do not have edgings on their night 
gowns and who use cotton pocket handker- 
chiefs. 

The women are not the only ones who are 
affected by these new duties. The men have 
to walk up to the mill boss’ office Gnd settle. 
By the old law the duty on collars, cuffs, and 
shirts was from 30 to 40 per cent. By the new 
law the duty on shirts is 55 per cent, and on 
collars and cuffs 40 per cent ad valorem, and 
30 cents per dozen pieces, being an advance of 
about three cents on each collar or cuff. This 
provision of the bill was put in for the exclu- 
sive benefit of a few manufacturers, mostly of 
Troy, N. T. That they needed no additional 
protection is shown by the fact that two of 
them sold twenty-five times the amount sold 
by all the importers. The business done in 
domestic collars and cuffs amounts to about 
four million dollars; the value of all the- for- 
eign ones imported will not reach $300,000. 
For every dozen imported shirts sold 10,000 
dozen domestic shirts are sold. So that busi- 
ness needed no higher protection. 

With this prohibitory duty behind them the 
manufacturers of collars and cuffs have the 
public at their mercy, and they have begun 
the fat-frying process already and will keep it 
up till the duties are put back where they 
were. 

One of the effects of the McKinley bill hav- 
ing shown itself in a rather unpleasant fash- 
ion, why not repeal these higher duties? They 
do not benefit the farmer, who cannot be 
coaxed to raise flax for the fiber. They hurt 
every consumer, male and female. They are 
profitable only to a few greedy manufact- 
urers who were making money under the old 
rates, but who saw in the McKinley bill a 
chance to get rich suddenly.

Mr. Candler’s Committee Thinks the Na- 
tional Commission Extravagant. 

Wasuinetrox, D. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.]— 
Congress will soon have a chance to know all 
about the World’s Fair and the National Com- 
mission. Chairman Candler of the special 
committee came in from Boston late tonight. 
He thinks it desirable that the of the 
investigation should be laid before ngress 
without delay. Said Mr. Candler: “I shall 
call the committee together as soon as possi- 
ble. I want a meeting tomorrow if it can 
be had. There are some things we want to 
talk over, but I don’t think it will take long 
to agree on our report, which will be unani- 
mous. Our investigation was a thorough one. 
I don’t care to discuss what our recommenda- 
‘tions will be, but we were not after any one. 
We simply sought to learn the facts, I will 
say that the local directory is not apt to find

“As a matter of fact, Ihave not decided in 
my own mind whom I will appoint to any of 
the bureaus, and will not decide until I have 
had a talk with President Gage and other of- 
ficials.”’ 

“The Bureau of Publicity and Promotion 
will be organized first, will it not?” 

“Yes. I will probably appoint the chief of 
that some time this month. I want to get it 
organized as soon as possible, but it can hard- 
ly begin active work until we mové into our 
new quarters. It will have to be organized 
there. I shall be slow about the appointment 
of chiefs of many of the bureaus, as there is 
no necessity for them at present. Gen. Gos- 
horn did not have his organized at Philadel- 
phia until fourteen months before the opening 
of the Exhibition. There is no use of paying 
$5,000 a year salary to a man until his services 


The -necessity of the immediate organiza- 
tion of a Press Bureau was further impressed 
on officials by the receipt of a letter from 
Odessa, Russia, asking if it were true as re- 
ported that the Fair had been transferred to 
New York.

ATTACK ON COMMISSIONER RAUM. 


It Is Made by Congressman Cooper—Pen- 

Sion Matters. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 4.—The unfinished 
business in the House in the morning 
was the bill for the punishment of every 
guardian, conservator. curator, commit- 
tee, tutor, or other judiciary agent for the 
embezzlement of the pensions of a ward. The 
previous question was ordered—yeas, 113; 
nags, 92 — and the bill was passed, 

On motion of Mr. Morrow of California the 
House went into Committee of the Whole, 
Mr. Burrows of Michigan in the chair, on the 
Pension Appropriation bill. Mr. Morrow ex- 
plained that the bill appropriated for the pag. 
ment of pensions the Sum of 5133, 173,000. It 
was estimated that this sum of money would 
de distributed among 654.715 pensioners. 
This was the largest number of beneficiaries 
ever provided for in any single item in the 
statutes of the United States. It was esti- 
mated that the gross cost to the United 
States of these pensions for the year 1892 
would average each. He believed there 
would be no deficiency next year—that there 
would prove to be a slight excess of appro- 
priation. 

Mr. Sayers of Texas argued that the esti- 
mates of the Commissioner of Pensions were 
totally unreliable. He ventured to say that 
the Fifty-second Congress would be compelled 
Nn 


600,000. : 

Mr. Cooper of Indiana referred to the large 
force of employés in the Pension Bureau and 
‘to the vast expenditure of money for pensions. 
He to show why is force of 
men should be presided over by a man of 
high character, and why vast sum of 
money should be disbursed by a man above 
criticism and above reproach. The present 
Commissioner of Pensions was not such a 
person. He then reviewed the cha made 
against Commissioner Raum, which formed 
| the basis of investigation last session, and 
asserted that they had all been proved. Be- 
forethe last election, he said, the Commission- 
er had made a pilgrimage to Indiana and had 
invaded his (Cooper's) district. This “ mori- 
bund and malodorous politician”? (so called 
by Republican newspapers) had gone to the 
district in order to prostitute his high office 
of Commissioner of Pensions for partisan 
ends. Members should rise above personal 
friendship and aor oe and go to the bot- 
tom of this thing. He protested that the Pen- 
sion Bureau should not become the spawning 
place for corporations or a stall for the sale 
of patent rights. 4 | 

Mr. Sawyer of New York was surprised that 
the gentleman should make his speech at this 
time, before the case was closed. It had been 
the clear understanding that when the com- 
mittee adjourned it should meet at this ses- 
sion to hear turther testimony. Mr. Sawyer 
denied that the charges against Commission- 
er Raum had been proved, and after some fur- 
ther debate the committee rose and the House 
adjourned. 

Secretary ‘Noble has been paying considera- 
ble attention lately to the subject of attorneys’ 
fees in pension cases and is formulating a 
plan by which claimants for pension who are 
not represented by attorneys may be ‘placed 
and maintained upon the same footing as 
those who are. It is proposed to organize a‘ 
force within the Pension Bureau, at the head 
of which will be placed a thoroughly com- 
petent pension lawyer, whose business it 
will be to look after the interests of these un- 
represented claimants. In speaking today of 
the question of attorneys’ fees Secretary 
Noble expressed himself with some warmth. 
„Think of it.“ said he, the Pension Bureau 
is now issuing between 14,000 and 15,000 cer- 
tificates a weeky What does this mean to at- 
torneys? It means that they are receiving 
every week as fees, out of moneys appro- 
priated by Congress to relieve the necessities 
of our soldiers, between $150,000 and $175,000. 
I look over the lists of attorneys and find that 
many of them aré men who upon their knowl- 
edge of the law could not build up even a

HOW THE PRESENT FARMERS’ MOVE- 
MENT HAS DEVELOPED. 


Rapid Growth During the Last Two Years— 
An Expansion of the Currency, Free Sil- 
ver Coinage, Abolition of National Banks, 
Prohibition of “Options,” and Govern- 
ment Control of Railways and Telegraph 
Are Desired—The Sub-Treasury Scheme 


Oatlined, | 
More than 3,000,000 farmers are represented at 
the meeting at Ocala, Fla., of ‘the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance. Although the Alliance has been in exist- 
ance but two years as a political party, it has al- 
ready shown considerable strength. It swept 
Kansas and is well represented in the Legislature 
of Missouri. The Alliance is semi-secret in its 
workings and bars certain professions and trades 
trom membership. The following classes are in- 
eligible: Bankers, merchants, brokers, commis- 
sion dealers. buyers of ébtton, grain, and uce, 
lawyers, city doctors, preachers and schoo teach- 
ers, land and book agents, canvassers, livery- 
stable keepers, speculators, and gamblers. With 
the white Alliance are many delegates from the 
National Colored Farmers’ Alliance and Codper- 
ative Union, which bas 1,000,000 members. Among 
other organizations of farmers still in existence 
are the old Grange of Patrons of Husbandry, 
the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association with 
500,000 members, the Northwestern Alliance, whose 
headquarters are in South Dakota, and the Na- 
tional Farmers’ League. 

The official enumeration of the number of 
members of the National Farmers’ Alliance was 
undertaken last July by Secretary Turner, and the 
results he arrived at at that time are as follows:

It is to be remembered, in connection with these 
figures, that in New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Ohio the Farmers’ League and the 
Patrons of Industry have probably more members 
than the Farmers’ Alliance proper, and that in In- 
diana and Illinois the Patrons of Industry, the 
Grange, and the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation have altogether probably at least ten 
times as many members as the Alliance. Since 
Aug. 1 last, when these figures were compiled, the 
growth of the order has been very large in nearly 
all the States and, therefore, the claim 0 
Alliance contains 3,000,000 members is, perhaps, 
not far out of the way. 

The Farmers’ League in Massachusetts has 
favored an anti-oleomargarine law, and at the 
last election secured twenty-two out of the qed 
Senators elected pledged to support such a bill. 
The National Alliance has elected its candidate 
for Governor in Georgia, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, and Nebraska, and claims to hold the balance 
of puwer in the selection of six United States 
Senators. There will be forty-four Alliance men 
in the new Congress.

the highest season of the year. Prices now reach 
the bighest during that season in which money is 
the most plentiful. and money is the most plenti- 
ful during the summer months; because the 
roducts of the previous year's agricultural effort 

aving been consumed, money is liberated from 
that channel and flowing into all channels of 
trade money becomes cheaper, which means that 
general prices increase. The two terms are prac- 
tically synonymous, and it matters not which you 
say, that money has become cheaper, or that the 
prices of commodities have risen: it is all the 


same. 

A decrease in the purchasing —— of a dollar 
means an increase in the price of everyt else 
when its price is expressed in dollars. Now, 
under this sub-treasury plan, whatever prices are 
established during the summer season, when the 
whole volume of money is engaged in trade and 
the smallest possible amount invested in the 
products of agriculture, would prevail through- 
out the whole year; is to say, cotton, which 
commonly reaches 11 or 12 cents per pound in 


7 uly, would remain at that price, and not drop to 


7 cents in ber, as it sometimes does under 
present conditions. The reason for this is ver 
simple, but plain and conclusive. As the p 
ucts of agriculture are prepared for market they 
will not absorb money to handle them from the 
other channels of trade, but will leave the volume 
of money in use undisturbed, to be used just as it 
has been used before harvest, and whatever ad- 
ditions to the volume of money are made neces- 
sary by increased demand for its use crea 
by the marketing of the crops be met by an 
issue of money by the Government, thereby keep- 
ing the volume in an exact, balance with the de- 
mand; and since there would be no contraction 
in the relative volume of money during the fall 
months there would be no declinein price. There- 
fore the legitimate cause for the decline in prices 
would be removed.
